The immediate occa-
gon of the assemblage was the presentation of
large nud beautiiul Hag to the Mission House by
the =abbath Sebooi of the Church of the
Natlvity, The exercises were under the general
direction of Rev, Robert O, Matlack, Rector of
the Church of the Nauvity, and consisted of
praser by Rev. F, G. Maxwell, and brief and
appropriate addresses by T. D, Thucher, Esq.,
of Tnr Fvexing Teugararsi, and the Rev.
Robert J. Parving siso the singing of several
originsl bymns composed by some of the teachers
of the Nativity Sabbath School, After the ex-
eroises within the house were through with, the
students of the Mission House, with Rev, J. 4.

Tae Jewisd HoLipavys—Tue FrAsT OF
g TABERNACLES--1T8 PROULIAR OnsERyANORA,
—The penitential fon=te of Rosh Heasbiang and
Yom Kippur being now ever, it is held by those
of the Jewish fa'th that the Great Ruler, as if to
recompense man for the unususl privations un-
dergone during the past three weoks, ordained
i hotidny, which oalis for far lesa severs core-
monies than those which we have alrendy de-
soribed, This feast Js the "Feast of the Taber
nacles” or “Succold,” commnunded in Leviticns
yxiil, 34 1o 43, s follows—

" Speak unto the children of Tarsel, saying: The
fitteenth day of this seventh monih ahall be the
1east of Tabernaoles for goven davs unto the Lord,
On the first day shal be & holy convoestinn; ye
shall do no sepvile work therein. Soven daye yo
shall offor an offerug made by fire unto the Lord,
Un the eighth day shall be a holy eonvoeation unto
you, ana ye shall offor an offerine made by fire unto
the Lord; it is o solomn assombly, and ye shail do
no servile work thoremn.  Thoso are the fonsts of the
Lord, which ye shnll proelaim to be holy eonvooa-
tons 1o offer an oflering made by fire unto the Loed,
# buint offering and n meat offering ; & saeriflos and
drink offtrimg, everythmg upon His day. Beslde
the Sabbaths of the Lord, and Dbemde your
gifts, and beside ull your vows, mand besido ail

your free-whil offerings, which yo mve unto
the Lord. Also on the filteenth day of the
seventh month, when ve shall ksep a

feast unto the Lord seven daye; on the first day shali
be & Sabbath, and on the eightn day shall bo a Sab.
buth, And ye shall take on the first day the (roils
ol goodly trees, branches of the palm troes, and the
boughs of thiek trees and willows of the brook, and
yo #ball rejoice before the Lord your God soven
days, And yeshall keop 1t a feast unto the Lord
seven days in the year; it shall be a statote torever
In your gemoration; ye shall cclobrate it in the
soventh month, Ye shall dwell in booths seven
days; all that are lsraclites born shall dwell n
booths. That your ﬁmurltwnn may know that 1
made the ohildren ot lsrael dwell in booths, when I
hrought them out of the land of Egypt
Lord your God "'

This lestival, which commences on Sunday
next ot sundown, has, n= will be scen above,
several ceremonies tiuite peculiar in thewr char-
acter, First, the holy convoontion or serviee in
the synagogues; second, the sacrifice by tire of
of meat und drink offerings. now made obsolete
by the destruction of the Temple; third, the pro-
hibition of servile work on the first two and last
two daye; fourth, the taking of four species (rom
the vegetable kingdom; ana lastly, the dwelling
in booths,

The four species from the vegetable kingdom
are the sprouts ol goodly trees or “Esrog,” a
gpecies of pitted lemon, grown in Corfu and the
Syrian Desert: the Palmleat branches or “*Lulaf,"?
Myrtle branches, three in number, epch ol which
musgt have seven timea touree leaves slanding
down the stem, and the willows of the obrook.
These lasy three species are tied togzether in a
pecullar wanner, and every mornimng tue “'Lalaf,”
with the two kinds of boughs tied to 1, is taken
into the leit hand and the “Hsrog' in the right,
and after a prayer for A4 prosperons seasun
waved three times euch to the lelt, rigiut, up and
down, buckward snd torward, as it to wave the
heavenly blessing from all quarters, This is
tollowed by the recitstion of tha prayer of Hallel
or Psalms, 113, 114, 115, 116, 117, 118,

A circuit in procession is dally made around
the synagogue by those carrying ““Zuluis,” pre-
ceded by the minister carrying the Holy Seroll,
The dwelling in booths, though not strietly
carried out to the very letter of the law in tne
chaugable elimate of this country,ia still followed
to some extent, These booths or tabernacles, or
“Succoth,” which give the festival the name, are
to be built so that the canopy of heaven, the
stars and moon, ean be seen throush the roof,
This roof has to be constructed of lattice-work,
covered with fresh leaves, Inside of the **Suc-
coth" splendid decorations are gonerally fixed,
cuch as golden apples, peanuts, oranges, paper
decorations, ind pictures, while in the centre of
most of them dangles a “Menouroh,” or seven
armed lamps, made of silver or brass, which,
when lighted, gives the whole a gay sppearance,
Almost every Jew, who has a bhack yard
attachied to s house, has g succoth ervected on
h's premises, In which he takes his meals with
his family during the festival,

The first two duys are stricily observed, while
the ive middle days are bait holidays, on which,
alter the services of the morning, work is
allowed, The fifth day ot the hall nolidays, or
Hoshano Rabbo, which tradition has stamped us
n day on which the Almighiy Hxes duoally the
doom of those who have shown u repenting
mind, or Yom Kippur, but have not yet con-
summated the repentunce, is ushered in by the
faithful with reciting of words of learning and
the pealms until the small hours oi the morning,
During the morning services small bunches of
willows are taken into the synagogue, and the
leaves beaten ofl with a prayer that God might
clean man of his sins as the stem i3 cleaned of
18 leaves,

The ewhth day, or “Sheminl Olzereth,” and
the ninth day, **Simchath Thora,” or joy of tne
lund, are close holidays. On the even of the
first-named the faithful quit the Suceoth for the
yoar amid prayers, w ‘1110_ on the morning
golemrn prayers are uttered for copions rain and
PIOSPerous crops,

The **Simchas Thera” is the day on which the

Pentatench, or five books of Moses, are read
through, which is done by weekly instalments
of several chapters each. On that day Deutero-
nony xxxiii apd xxxiv s read in the syna-
gogues. All the scrolls ol the law are taken out
of the ark and carried in fjoyful procession
around the synagogue, accompianied by child-
ven deessed in their best, oarcying baskets of
flowers and fage, After the religious services,
family and public entertminments close the
series of testivals of the year.
The rolietous meaning ol these festivals ia
plain. The Rosh Hashana inangurates a series
of penitential feasts, which are terminated with
the Day of Atonement, and sucoeeded by the
Feast of Tabernacles, the real and troe import-
ance of which is expressed in Deuteronomyv xvi,
14, 14, 16, 18, 17, where will be found a dieta-
tion to couple charity with the feast, so that if
ull these commands ure r.ba;ed man ey
rejoice in the *Joy of the Law" which awauls
the fmithful hevealter, The charitable Jewish
{petitutions, the orphan asylums, and tree
schools are the prineipal reciplents of the chari-
ties which are collected in the synagogues.

Tur furr House—It will andoubtedly
be of interest to many of our readers to learn
that that magnificent and popular hotel, the
Surfl House, at Cape Island, still remains open,
and will continue open for the reception of
guests for some time yvet,

Jtallan revolution from sascending the capitol,
France abandons Rome: Austrla makes advances
to King Victor Emanuel; all the Catholic pow-
ers become more and more enteneled 1o revola-
tionary embarrsssments under the pretext of
capiug irom that of the Roman question,
Christian princes seem more disposed to ally
themselves with the revoludon than to rise in
defense of the Holy Father and the Catholic
Chureh.

In 13866 M. Drouyn

de Lhuys resigued, after the rupiure ol the

Vienna Conterence, and the following year he

also withdrew from the Benate, He retorned

to office in 1862, The negotations relating wo |

the aflairs of Poland and Schleswig-Holstein,
the September Convention, the evacuation of
Mexico, are the most remarkable acts of his lnat
period of office,

The Temps sums up as follows the conjectures
und remarks that have been current amoung the

wblic during the last two days:—"*The oplolun

Lﬂﬂ lately spread that M, Drouyn de Lhuys ad-
vocated enargetic represenftations with respect
to the sgerandizement of Prussia, and would
have pushed them pretty far, Nevertheless, it
would perhaps be hazardous to consder the
change ol men just accomplished us the indios-
tion of improved rolations with Prussin. We
must not forget that the Constitution admits of
no ministerial responsibility.

M. Drouyn de Lhuys, who, pots his name to
the Convention of the 15th of Beptember, wis
certainly not, personully, an adversary of the
Holy See, nor even of the French occupation of
Rome. The Marauls de Moustier was formerly
Minister of Frapnce In Prussia, whero he was
replaced by the Prince of Ls Tour d'Auvergoe.

intelligence, and perhaps it is only want oll oP-

rtunity that has preyented bis particolarly

istunguishing himseli, He was not & popular
man in Berlin, where he was resident from
March, 1863, to the end of 1868, He was then
aeeredited to Vienns, remalned there less than
two years, was replaced by the Duke de Giram-
wont, aud went to Constantinople.
